state roads, but local roads,—a new 
field of operation for the national gov- 
ernment. In order to receive this mon- 
ey it will be necessary for the legis- 
lature to assent to certain provisions 
of the law and authorize the expendi- 
ture of an equal amount by the state 
government, for road building". If this 
can be done without giving' the feder- 
al government the supervision of the 
expenditure of the 
appropriations of 


the commonwealth for its 
roads, 
or 


jurisdiction over them. 1 recommend 
that our highway commission bo au- 
thorized to make a suitable agreement 
with the secretary of agriculture or 
other appropriate United States

1 recommend 
such a change in the laws regulating 
traffic and also in the operation of au- 
tomobiles as will, so far as possible, 
reduce the number of accidents, which 
are far too great. 
The sugestion has 


been made that the highway commis- 
sion has so much work to do in con- 
nection with the building and repair of 
the highways ami the management of 
them thai there should be another com- 
mission having charge of the movement 
ot" traffic, and especially of motor vehi- 
cles. I ask your consideration of this 
question. It seems to me tho desired 
object of the more effective regulation 
of automobiles may be secured by en- 
larging the highway commission or by 


"ing 
them authority to establish, a 
department having that jurisdiction. If 
the object can be as well secured in 
that way it would be preferable to 
creating a new commission. 
Protection Against Fire 


The report of 
the, 
committee on 


building legislation relative to better 
protection for school children from 
fire shows that of 914 public school 
buildings in the cities only 66$ were 
inspected, and of that number only 262 
were certified as affording the pro- 
tection required by law; and that in 
the case of. 302 buildings where orders 
were issued to make the changes nec- 
essary to an observance of the law, in 
only five cases were the orders com- 
piled, with in the time allowed by 
law. 
I urgre that necessary legisla- 


tion be passed to secure the protcc 
tion' of our school children from fire. 


Constitutional Convention 


The acceptance by the people of HIP 


act relating- to the constitutional con- 
vention makes advisable the collec- 
tion of muoli information for the use 
of the convention. Elaborate prepara- 
tions were made In New York at a 
great expense, of which we may have 
tbe benefit. 
But the ground has not 


been fully covered. I recommend that 
a commission of five persons be creat- 
ed, to serve without compensation anc 
to be appointed by the governor, ana 
that there be appropriated for its use 
In carrying; on this work the sum oJ 
$10,000. 


Corporation Taxation 


The system of taxing1 corporations 


is antiquated and has become unequal 
in its operation. The subject is a dif- 
ficult and technical one, and one of 
great importance. I recommend that 


commission be authorized by you and 


provided with suitable authority and 
means to prosecute its inquiries. 
If 


that is done 1 
would 
suggest that

Hours of Labor 


I renew the recommendation which 


[ made a year ago in favor of reason- 
able limitation upon tbe hours of la- 
bor in industries continuously operat- 


d for 24 hours ^nrt where the ser- 
vice alternates between day and nljsrht. 
That recommendation was embodied at 
the last session in the so-called tour- 
workers' bill, and I recommend that it 
may receive favorable action at your 
hands. 


Abolish CnpUal Punishment 


I urge you to pass legislation abol 


tailing capital punishment. 
I believe 


that tlie principles of humanity and 
the scientific methods of penalogy both 
demand that it be done away with, 
and that the experience of the states 
and nations which have abolished it 
warrant us in taking the same action. 


I invite your careful 
attention to 


the report of tin; commission appoint- 
ed to consider the subject of tbe use 
of habit-forming drugs. 
I recommend 


that legislation be ,adopted that will 
prevent, so far as possible, the evils 
of this practice. 


Protect Immigrants 


The immigrants newly arriving in 


:hc ports of the commonwealth have 
n many instances been made the 
vic- 


tims of swindling and extortion. 
We 


seem to have no administrative ma- 
chinery today which is adapted to the 
work of supervising them during tho 
brief 
interval between 
their landing 


and the tfrnc when they have, secured 
connections which may enable them 
to take care of themselves.

ment the creation of an unpaid board 
which shall have jurisdiction over the 
subject. 


Civil Service 


One year ago T recommended th?.t 


the civil service laws of the common- 
wealth be put abreast of 
the

standards of the time. 
Tho functions 


of the civil service commission wero 
materially extended, but many posi 
lions in the state and in the counties 
and municipalitif-s, similar to positions 
already under civil service laws, still 
remain to be brought under them, and 


recommend a wise extension of their

"It is essential," said the governor, 


"that the law-breakers should recog- 
nize positively both the power and the 
determination of some competent au- 
thority to punish them. It is necessary 
also that every local official charged 
with the enforcement of the law should 
know that regardless of supposed lo- 
cal sentiment his failure to do hia 
duty faithfully will bring prompt and 
certain punishment, including dismis- 
sal 
from public office.

The order further announces that tho 


pay of all reservemen in the force on 
Feb. 1 will be raised to the rate of ?SOO 
a year. 
The pay of reservemen ap- 


pointed in the city's fiscal year, to be- 
gin. Feb. 1, 1917, will be at the rate of 
$821.25 a year. On Feb. 1, 191S, the pay 
of all reservemen then on the force will

$900 a, 


year, and on the same date the number 
of days off allowed to all members of 
the force will he increased from one 
day off in 12 to one day off in eight.

Bank Commissioner Has Bill Regulat-

Not Under State Supervision

E. Sullivan, Secretary F. W. Rubien of 
the Amateur Athletic union has se- 
lected All-American track and. field 
teams from among the A.A.U., college 
and scholastic stars for the season o£ 
1917. 
Every section of the country is 


represented and the list furnishes a 
remarkable indication of the increase 
of athletic proficiency among all class- 
es of competitors. 
Secretary Rubien in his article out- 


lining the various combinations 
for 


the A.A.U. records writes in part as 
follows: 
"In selecting an All-America team, 


no double seleetions are 
made, 
one 


man-being chosen for each event. The 
list includes the backbone of the team 
which would have represented 
this 
country in the 1916 Olympic games 
had they been held at Berlin as sched- 
uled. One of the most difficult posi- 
tions to select is the name of the ma,n 
to head the list for the 100 yards run. 
My selections are Loomis for the '100' 
and Ward for the '200.' Ward 
was 


the sprinting sensation of the . year, 
winning both the '300' and 
'200' 
at 


the national championships. Loomis 
proved to he the fastest indoor sprint- 
er during the winter, winning the na- 
tional championship at 60 yards in the 
record time of 6 2-5 seconds. During 
the summer, his high jumping 
and 


broad jumping slowed him a trifle, but 
after his defeat in the national 100. 
he won the N.Y.A.C. special in 10 sec- 
onds and defeated Ward in every start 
in Sweden and Norway, doing the 100 
meters in 10 8-10 seconds. 
"J. E. Meredith created world's rec- 


ords for the quarter and half mile, but 
had worthy opponents in E. C. Riley, 
B. Dismond and T. J. Halpin in the 
'440' and \V. J. Bingham, Don Scott. L. 
Scudder and L. V. Windnagle In the 
'880.' Meredith is selected 
for 
the 


quarter and Scott for the half. Scott 
is a wonderful runner, winning 
the 


intercollegiate conference and national 
half miles, and is comparatively a be- 
ginner. Bingham won the national in- 
door '600' and Overton the '1000' and 
are added to the team for these popu- 
lar distances. L. V. Windnagle 
ran 


the fastest mile of a year which pro- 
duced many good 
milers. At 
two 


miles. D. F. Potter, J. S. Hoffmire, C. 
J. Stout and J. Ray were the fastest. 
Joie Ray was the best five-miler, al- 
though H. Holden, H. S. Weeks, O. 
Millard and E. Stout ran well. 


"The final heat of the 120 yards high 


hurdles at the national championships 
brought the four best hurdlers in the 
world together and they can he rank- 
ed as they finished: Robert Simpson, 
first; Fred W. Kelly, second; 
Earl 


Thompson, third, and Fred Murray, 
fourth. Simpson's hurdling was 
the 
sensation of the year and his world's 
record of 14% seconds is a remarka- 
ble 
performance. Fred Murray was 
easily the best 220 yards low hurdler. 
The 440-yard hurdles go to W. A. 
Hummell, although W. H. Meaniz 
is 


close up. In the walks, Richard Re- 
iner's closest competitor was W. Plant. 


"Sherman Landers was a sensation 


as a. pole vaulter. S. K. Foss, D. New-

Cheaper Cats Valuable 


Mrs. Darling, whoso tnpic was "Prac- 
tical Economics for

the housewife of today must have some 
knowledge of food values and. of mar- 
keting, she gave a few examples of how 
such knowledge might be puf to use. 


"Tou men like your nice slice of roast 


*eef," she. said, "with its delicious fat 
edge. That slice may cost you 12 cents. 
Now, if you but knew it. you might get 
the same food value in an equal weight 
of cottage cheese—that is the cheese 
your wife makes from sour milk—or of 
beans, both at a much lower cost.

things and so have to pay the price. 
Tou want fancy cuts of beef. but. as a 
matter of fact, the cheaper cuts of beef 
are very much better in point of nour- 
ishment supplied, for they nre richer In 
fats. ' 
Keeps the Jackets On 
' "It is well said that in our American 
household 
the 
greatest 
leakage 
is 


through the kitchen. It misfit be well 
if we drew some lessons from Germany. 
For instance, the peeling of potatoes 
before they are boiled is now prohibited 
by the German government. 
'"This means not only a saving of all 


the potato cut away with the skin, but 
Jt means a greater increase in the food 
'value. For all the mineral matter and 
protiens of the potato lie directly under 
the skin and are lost when the vege- 
table is peeled before cooking, no mat- 
ter how thin the paring may be. 
"It is estimated that about a quarter 


of the income of the average family in 
•which the head is getting from $1500 
to $5000 a year is spont on foodstuffs. 


When we remember that and also that 
the average housewife is responsible 
for preparing of about 1000 meals each 
year, we may understand that this food 
problem is a big one. 
"Give your wife an allowance large
